If a spurious stain is used 
on your house, or if our Stain is cheapened or 
adulterated, refuse to accept the work until it is 
made right, because the colors will fade or wash 
off, and your money will be wasted.

DIRECTIONS FOR APPLICATION. 

The Stains are shipped ready for use, and 
do not require thinning. They can be either 
applied with a brush, as paint is, after the 
shingles are laid, or the shingles can be 
dipped in the Stain before laying. The color- 
ing effect is about the same in either case, 
the advantages of the dipping being that the 
shingles are more perfectly impregnated with 
Creosote (and consequently more thoroughly 
preserved), and that when the shingles shrink 
after they have been on the house some 
time, no untreated wood shows through the 
cracks. Brush coating is the cheaper method,

however. When the Stains are applied by 
dipping, it is worth while to apply a brush 
coat after the shingles are laid, as it evens 
up the color effect. raw edges 

which may be left where the shingles have 
been cut to fit corners, window frames, etc. 
It also adds to the permanency of the color. 
If applied by brush coating two coats should 
always be used, because one coat is not a thoi 
ough job in any material.
